of many months of study and of con- 


tinuous,..conference with the —best 
available Canadian, American, British 
and European immigrant experts, 
with Canadian and- American land 
men, with the heads of banking, trust, 

loan and mortgagé corporations in the! 
east and west, and with cabinet min- 
isters and government officials in sev- 
eral provinces, 

A delegation representing the West- 
ern Canada Colonization Associatio: 
will confer with Federal. officials and 
the chief executives of the railway 
companies for the purpose of elabor- 
ating the ‘necessary *machinery and 
bringing it into effective operation. 
The-plan contemplates the settlement

But- 
ter grading depots are maintained at 
Regina and Saskatoon, and assure for 
Saskatchewan butter high standard of 
quality and the best market prices. 


Drop in. B.C, Fisheries Production 

Total value of the fisheries produc- 
tion of British Columbia for 1921 was 
$13,955,450, as compared with $22,239,- 
101 in 1920, according to returns pub- 
lished. by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics in conjunction with the De- 
partment of Marine and Fisheries. 

This is the smallest return since 
1914, the peak being reached in 1918, 
when the total was over $27,000,000.
